S.— Tho interna- 
tional peace congress, which was broug'i-.t 
to a clo.se here today, in the opinion of 
till- dele.^'iiles, lias done much towards 
the attainment of universal peace. 

The congress was adjourned today to 
continue its work in 1005 at Lucerne, 
Switzerland. 

Such subjects as the i-esiM,iisiliilitics 
of educators in Creatin.i; ri,i;lit ideals of 
international dealings, the inenace to tho 
world tlirough tho exploitation ot weak- 
er liy stroli,L;er peoples, and tlie duties of 
the workili,^' and hllsilii.'ss men ill thO 
IH'iice moveinoni, were discussed in addi- 
tion to tho topics more closely idoutiiied 
with the immediate object of tho con- 
gress. , 
Besides ado[iting Tesolutions de- 
nouncing war and calling for the crea- 
tion of international obligatory arbitra- 
tion treaties, the congress passed upon 
speciUc conditions, Ouc; of its lust acts 
was 'to recommend an enquiry by tho 
powers into thp Congo Free State, which 
IS at present under the personal rule of 
King Leopold of Bcilgiuui. Tho present ' 
Uusso-Japanesc -war was treated by a 
resolution calling upon tho Emperors of 
tlio two countries to end tbe conllict at 
oiiee, or that failing, for the powers to 
exercise tliu authority granted by article 
27 ot The Hague pact and interveno 
so that the war might be terminated. In 
this connection the congress suggested 
to the powers the adoption of a iiosi- 
tive peace-making and iieace-insnring 
treaty, under widen till wax would bo 
possible for but a brief period only. 

Secretary Trueblood read as the last / 
act of I'eace cougre.ss "An Appeal to tho 
Nations." it was in iiart as fo.lows: "The 
thirteenth International Congress of tho 
Jj'rieiids of I'eace, held in Bo.ston, Octo- 
ber ^rd tu Stli, has met under unsual cir-. 
ciinistances. On the one baud, a iiiurder- 
oiis war unsurpassed in history is rav- 
agiiig a section of the globe. On the oth- 
er hand tho friends jif peace luive gath- 
ered togcitiier in their annual .congress on . 
this eido'of the glidie in numbers iievcr:- 
wtiiiessed before, after a year of imex- ' 
auipled progress of their cause. 

"Tho coiigres.-i has deeply felt the bit- 
ti.'rness and ii-xiny of the situation from 
the one side. It lias also been inspired 
with great hope and courage ttt-the pro«v'..'- 
lieet which i)res(3ii£s itself froiiiithe other^' 
side. The cruel war in .progress between 
.Itussia andIJapan!-;a"wicmvWcU-.mlgiit ' 
easily have b cem. avoided' iC the two bel- 
ligerents and tlie other powers slguatittry 
of tho Htiguo confeiress had fnithfUUy 
kept the obligations assured' hi the con- 
vention—has made it clear .that much 
yet roniaiiis to be done in the eradication 
of old nice and iiationnl prejudices, false 
in ideas of national greatness nnd glory, 
perverted conceptions of<i patriotism and 
territorial and commercial greed. 

"This has also anew demonstrated 
the necessity for the immodrate perfect- 
ing of siibsiitiitos for violence in tlio 
.'ieltlemeiii of international controversies. 

"The congress at the conclusion of its 
deliberations appeals to tbe peoples of 
all nations and of all classes to arouse 
themselves to a finer and more adc<juato 
6onceptiou of their rights in the deter- 
mination ot tlie foreign policies pursued 
by their ^tovernment s, that they may 
no loii^:er 1." involved without their con- 
sent in f<.olisli and i-iiiiions wars with 
'other iiowers or in the unjust e.vpNiita- 
tiou of tliiKi' wli.i Ihi'y are h.iuii.l by 
every coiisi.h'rntioii of righteousness ii'iid 
honor to assist and elevate rather than 
to plunder and degrade. It respectfully 
invites all the national sovereigns and 
liresiileiil s. all iiiinist.'i's of religion, all 
iiistriietors of youth in schools of evci-y 
grade and all others who wi.'hl any in- 
lliienco in the nioulding and dir. cting of 
public opinion to tlirow the emir,! 
weight, not only of their per.soiial iiillu- 
eiiee, but of their positions, towards 
. radicating tbe case of misunderstandiufe 
and conflict and the creation of such a 
complete system of insti-uctionnl adjudi- 
I at ion, ami such a wide reaching pacific 
jiiiblic sentiment as will in time render 
the barbarous method of war impossi- 
ble."

I A TBE5ATY'OR"NO TREATY. 

J Somebody should explain what tlio 
Liberdl policy really is in regard to the 
proposed treaty of reciprocity with 
Great Britain. 'Speaking at Montreal 
the Premier sliade the following state- 
ment: 

He had introdiiood tho policy of the 
preference to Great Britain, and he 
was ready to defend it. The Liberals 
(had Kiven n preference to Kuglaiul be- 
cause they wisli to have Ku^'hhul for 
u market. Tlio Kuglish market was 
Canada's best market, and common 
sense told them to develop our eonimerv.'o 
with that country. Tho . governiuent 
were asked would they continue the. pol- 
icy of preference or would they ubolisji 
it? Tho tuiswer was very easy. For 
two years his answer had been not only 
before the whole Dominion luit before 
tho whole British Bmi)ia-e as given at 
tho Intercolonial eonfer«uco., held iu 
London. There ho had ^declorp^ ami 
ho declared again now thiit'CanndS w-ns 
prepared to make a treaty-of commerce 
with tho Mother Country; that they 
would discuss'.to^tier the'arliclcs upon 
which they wohli rive -a: preference and 
the ; articles 'W-^'Whieh^^ ob- 
tain a preferncc." Canada was ready to 
enter into a treaty of commerce. 

The Tor<:)iito Globe, on the olliiT hand, 
which has voiced the sentiments of the 
Ldberols of Caniada, outside bf.^ Quclxx.-, 
for the lost half «. century, says: 

"For.'nearly 40.. jcars^/we linre bad 
no eutarigliug trafflc-engagemcnts witi 
OUT neighbors. • * ' *. Similarly we 
will get along more snfoly it \\-v i^eep 
ourselvep frjee from all barKaius with the 
Mother Country. If it suits \is t<. e-.n- 
tinno and either iiKreaeo or diminish tlu- 
preference already granled we ari- fne 
to do so, and Great Britain is ((lunllr 
ftjee to make us a return in kind or not 
jukt as suits her. This is the best kind 
of relationsliip to enable the two <-<. un- 
tried to oo-exist in a am to of harmony, 
while anythiug iji tlio form of a treaty 
mij;ht easily become a chronic nouree nf 
<l.in;:er."

They 
called attention to tlieir communications 
ot 1S!)8, IV.r.) and 1000 as iiaving pro- 
duced no result, and they respectfully 
urged the necessity of imposing duty on 
lumber and shingles entering Canada 
froui the Uulted States. This request 
was supported by the delegation from 
the British Columbia Covernmcni, who 
supplied the Dominion Uovernineiit witli 
a inemoranduni rospoctiiig the lumber 
tariff from whicii tho following is tak.»i:

On the L!'.llh the liead(iiiartcrs halted 
while tiie advance gnard fell the Ilus-

three positions for the defence o( l^iati- 
yaiii.'. 'i'lie lirst line wus a chain .if 
low hills at right uugles to the railway 
six miles south of the town. The next 
was u supportius rnnye I.OIX) yards 
•north of this, and the third was a lino 
of clever iiitrenchnieuts actually m the 
flats of the suburbs. On the lirst line 
no resource known to inudeni on^'illeers 
lor held works had been overlooked. 
The position had an iutrenclied Irimt 
oC aliont live miles, and was held lor 
double this e.Ktent when the rival forces 
lirst came into touch.. The real position 
coiisisied of live distinct bills joined by 
low saddles. On the ri^-lit were lefty 
Cibrallar-like rocks about UOO ft. lufrb. 
and from this iioint all tho artillery lire 
was directed by telephone. The rest 
of the position averafe'cd about liUU ft. 
in bei^'ht. 

In front of tho rocky eminence on tlio 
rife'lit, and conterminous with tho riii!- 
road, was a Chinese village, the walls 
of which were loop-holed. The whole 
front of the position was connected 
with entanelejneuts and the obvious 
salients were supported by sunk pits 
containing sharp stakes at the hottnui. 
The approaches to the whole front cr.ii- 
sistcd of a ;,'reatly .slopdiiK plain many 
hundred anes in exti'lil. deep in crops, 
and studded with lialf-a-dozeii (.'hiuesc 
luiiiilels. 

Towards tlu. Uussian left the cuuntr.v 
was more broken. The Uussiaiis did 
not consider i nt rencduneiil s iieeessiiry 
here, but tnistisl lo their si'cond posi- 
tion to save this Hank. The position, 
however, at l,iau-\'aHj; reiiuired pro- 
tceiion a^'aiust the Japanese advunoc 
from the east.

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Quo of tlio greatest evils in the life 
of the nrerage worlciucn is the uncer- 
tniiity oC Ills existeuco. Kot only is lio 
liable to bu tlirowu out of oiiiployiiu'iil 
*t a wock's notice, 'but witli tlie iacrcas- 
Jng rupiility and intensity, of the woik, 
ho miiy very well be tin old man nt 4.5 
or 50, iiiiahlo loiiKor to earn n livius 
waire. The worker, liKe all oilier wen, 
is also subjeet to sieUiiens, entailing np- 
(in liini loss ol' wajies anil upon his fam- 
ily niany privations. Finally, there is 
■denlh lurking in every factory, iinj the 
man who began work in the morniUK 
in full Jicalth may be killed or crippled 
'before the OTCuing sets in. 

The workman Uimsclf lias sought to 
solve the problems which this uncer- 
tainty in Ills life entails. Through trade 
ttnious and friendly societies he has or- 
-gauized in Bnghmd, I'raneo, the United 
States and other countries, funds out 
of which are paid to him certain smii-s 
i.i case of sickness, acc'ident or sudden 
•death. This insurance by unions, liow- 
e\er, has never been uif>\\ n scah' wliieii 
einl)raced all the peoi>le ot the nation, 
and no attempt was made in tins direc- 
tion until the CJernian government .sue- 
creiled iu the eiglilies by insuring prac- 
tically all of the workiugmeu uilhin 
its liordcrs against acciileut, sickness, 
ulil age and invalidity. 

^Vorkingulen■s insurance in (ierniau.v 
is orgauizril by the government and is 
juaile couiioiNory . A miner or a textile 
unrkrr, a hricklayrr c<r a carpenter 
must insure wlieiher he will or not. 
The jryvernnient recognized that iu the 
.past no suilU'ient provision had or could 
liave been uiudc by the workingman 
against death, and that many of them 
Would not insure except, under compul- 
sion. 'J'lie workingman wli-j was por-

The iiisiiraiice laws of (leiiiiaiiy were 
initiated by llisniai'i-k. tlie li'mi Chaii- 
reller. althouu'li they were imt his origi- 
nal ciiiii-e|iiion. l''or many years tiio 
idea nt' com pn Isory govern men; iii>iir- 
aecL' of workingnu'ii was a matter c)f 
coiiiiiiiui discussion, and the jilans for 
such an iiistitutiou hail liecn earefull.v 
"Worked luu. There were already in ex- 
isttnce certain organizations of a iiuasi 
public nature, which served as a pro- 
Kitype for the new legislatimi. The iiur- 
pose of Uisinarek seeni.s to have been 
to combat the growing socialistic party 
by outbidding it for the votes of the 
workingnien. The .socialistic party, 
whiidi had grown largely after the war 
■with l''raiice had been harshly repressed 
nfler ISTS. but notwithstanding all per- 
'Sociitiiiii, the movement grew in num- 
ber.s and power, and the ultimate fail- 
ure of the representative legislation 
ilgainst it liegan to be rocngiiized. The 
plan of Kismarek did not succeed in its 
ininiediale object of injuring the social- 
istic parly, which has since grown 
largely, attracting to its ranks not only 
^verkillgulen. but peasants and nmnbers 
>il the iirofessional and even tlie busi- 
ness cirides who are ilisiamteiited with 
the prevalent militarism and absolut- 
ism. The result of his plan, however, 



has bcpn extremely bqnoficial, and tho.r 

system of insiuMiicc worked o ut iu j 
Gerinauy has been of enormous benelit' 
to til workmen of tiia teonnlry. and 
has led to the iuiiugnration of more or 
less similar legislation in most of the 
coilntrics of Europe. 

The insurance system of the German 
lOnipir'.' is divided into tlirco parts: sick 
insurance, accident insurance and old 
age and invalidity Insurance. The laws 
liroviding for insurance against sickness 
were the iirst tii be iiassed; the law of 
ISS.', providing that all workiugmeu and 
ollieials, emiiloyed in mines, collieries, 
fai-tories or oilier iuilustrial establish- 
ments, enjoying a salary of les.s than 
^475, were to be compulsorily insured. 
As 'the vast majority of German woik- 
ers earn very much less "than tins 
unn)unt, the number of persons thus ex- 
emiited was small. Later the provisions 
of the liiw were extoudod to commer- 
cial tirms and oUlces, so that at tlio 
present time about ton millions of peo- 
I pie tire iiisureil iu this way. It was 
i iH-ce^saiy for the succcsS Of the gov- 
eriiiiieiu iiisiirauce against sickness that 
\ fraud he prc\ t-iiii'il and that the ollie- 
I iais who paid llie insurance .should 
kiiow the iiersou \\'liii claimed uiuler the 
act. la otiii'r words, it was necessary 
to organize the insurance locally. There 
! were ill existeaci', uioreovei', thousands 
11,' liic'il lioilics already issuing sick in- 
siii'iiiicc, smile of these societies having 
huge aecuniiilatcd funds. Instead oC 
tiMi'iiig down ilie old system, the gov- 
' crnineal liuilt upon it, and kept in ex- 
istence the tens of ibousniids of organi- 
zations already giving insurance to work- 
• ingnien. The local societies maiiitaiued 
1 a large part of their iudopeiulenee, and 
' they were compelled by the new law to 
jinako annual reports, uinl certain mini- 
! mum payments in all cases of illnes.s 
i througiiout the empire were insisted 
[ uiion. 

There are at the present time many 
liiiids of insurance societies against sick- 
u.'.s I'l. ruling a part i>f the government 
sy.-:iiaii. some of them local v^iek associ 
ai.iilis. euibr.'iciug all the w ork-peoplo 
in a city, others inchuiing all persons 
W'thin a sliigli- factor,v, others which 
i ar ' \ oliiniary associations existing be 
; lure the passage of the Act, still otluu-i 
' coinpused of persons engaged in tem- 
porary building uperutiou.s, and other 
again organized by the separate State 
I .\1! of ihe.se organizations are under 
the one organic law, and are a part of 
the system ami nil must grant at least 
free medical attendaiU'e, free medicine, 
and alter the lirsl three days of regular 
' illi.ess a re-iilar payment eipial to one- 
I half of tile daily wages of the invalid 
I for a pciiuil of thirteen wei'ks iu a 
I year, iirovidcd the workman is ill fiu- 
1 that length iif time. In case of death 
! finiii siiditiess, the heirs receive a sum 
I eqii.al to the wages of the deceased for 
I t\\'enty days, while burial expenses are 
! also defrayed. To women employees 
j relief is accorded for four weeks during 
eonlinemeut. 

The sums so determined are usually 
!estiniati-d In li.' no less tli.an tliree- 
: fi.iirihs of the rate of wages usually 
earned by the sick man. Imt tlies,' pay- 
j nii'iits .-ire only a niiuiiuuin, tiiid are 
j fi'ei|iieiit ly, if lint usually, exceed, mI. In 
j Si. me eases full wages tire granted iti- 
, stead of half wages, and the paymeiil 
[of the benelit is solllet illfs extended 
tliroiiglioiil the year instead of eea-<iiig 
after thirieeu weeks. The sums so j.aid 
out are derived -"nm a fund to wliieh 



the ' vvorkingiuan contributes two-thirds 
and the employers one-third, but the 
timount deniauilei; of the workingman 
cannot in any (.-ase exceed from - to ^ 
per cent, of his wages, The employer 
advances the money and checks (dV the 
sums against the wages of- the working- 
man. Ho' is also' obliged to keep records 
of the men insured nud of the .sums 
paid by them, and is not roimb'irsed for 
this clerical work. 

The German Instirauco against sick- 
ness has now been in operation for 
about twenty years, and the results fur- 
nish the most interestiujj „iufp.rmutiuu 
about the prevalence of illness among 
workingmoii and women. There are at 
present over 22,<)00 nssociatioiis under 
llii' government «ysteni, and over nine 
and ;i half million men and. women in- 
sured, I he average nssoeiation liaving 
about -l-.") members. The umount of 
money speiil is very large, the receipts 
ainounliiig in l!)()l to tibnost .'i;j."i,00(),- 
(Klll, and the exiiemlitures to almost 
.■sld.Odd.lHK). On the average there is 
only one case ol' .sickness (counting only 
those of over three days' duration) to 
e\er\- thi'i'e workmen, and the average 
siidvuivss lasts about eighteen days. 
Taking the whole working class jiopu- 
lalion, tlii're is a loss oi about seVen 
days per year for each workingman and 
w'l. man. 

It is unt possible to determine from 
the (ieniian t-xpcuii'iice whether in- liiU 
■sickiH'ss is increasing among working- 
mi'ii. What is ceiiaiu is that the pay- 
ments which have been made to per- 
sons who are siidc have b-eeii lafi-'idy in- 
creased, the aveiai.'e cesi |,, i' wmKliii;- 
man insured having risen from about 
.•jsJ.OO fifteen years ago to about .$4.00 
at present. This seems to lie due to u 
inoro generous treatment of the sick 
riiiher than to a larger percentage of 
ilness. The average payjuent to cnch 
person per d.ay of sickness ranges be- 
tween 50 or Ol) cents. 

The German i iisiira iice against acci- 
dents WHS originally biiiiieil lo iiei-^'Uis 
engaged, in manufacturing and mechan- 
ical pursuits, but it has .now been e.v- 
tendi'd to include persons engaged in 
inland transportation, iu tin' postal, 
telegraph and railway service, and in 
the army iind iiav.v, as well as agricul- 
tural workers, 'seanieti and people em- 
ployed in building and constrnction. 
lOvery one so employed, earuitig a sal- 
ary or wage of less than $475 per year, 
must be insured, and he is paid for nil 
ae( ideals, provided they are not inten- 
lional. Vlie .sum granted must he snille. 
lent to pay for the cure and to provide 
an allowanco during the entire iieriml 
ef incapacity. It also incdudes burial 
money in the case of death and an al- 
lowance to the surviving widow or 
cliihlren. or parents nt the deceased. 
The I'titire cost cif the government insur- 
;ince against accidents is borne by the 
emidoyers. who are formed into trade 
associations, with their own rules iuid 
r(gnlatioiks and their own independent 
adiniuistratioii ami government. It is 
to the interest of each assoi'iat inn tn 
make the factories or mines under its 
control a.s safe ;is possible, ami where 
an employer refuses to put iu proper 
safely applianees di'iiuiiuled by liis us- 
S'l. i.'ition he may be assessed at u higher 
'ate l.y that body."' while the workiiig- 
n ail i.u th.' other hand, niny be fined 
fnr disobeilienee i,|' rules !o<d<ing to his 
saf'ty and |ireserva lion. I'aynient of 
all accidents is made through the post- 
ullice, hut the money wo advanced is 



refunded to the govcrunient by the em- 
ployers' association. 

I'raotically the whole Avorkiiig class 
population of Germany, or, in other 
words, almost 10,000,000 workinguieii 
It ml workiiigwomeu are insured in this 
manner against accidents. As every ac- 
cident is reported lo the government, 
statistics exist for each industry .show- 
ing the danger of thai trade. Tlio niim- 
l.'cr of sliglit accidents is enoriiious oven 
in a country like (jeruuuiy, where every 
precaution "is taken to avoid injuries. 
During the yi-tir lUlll, there 'Wero 112,- 

000 workiiigmen and women injured, 
of whom, however, only 8,500 were 
killed. Accidents, are of course, much 
nioro freipiont in industry and in trnns- 
lioriation than iu agriculture. The 
workingman who is permanently and 
<'(,mpletely disabled receives two-thirds 
of bis salary as a pension, whilo the 
person who is permanently but only 
partially injured receives a smaller 
sum iu proportion to his disability Tiio 
total sum I'xpended in lOOl in accident 
insurance was iihout .'s30,(l(IO,(tOII, tbo 
tolal ret^erve fund being over .'foO.OOO,- 
000. 

It was claimed by the opponents of 
the govei'iiiiieni iiisurauee lhal if III 
\M.rkiiigmeii were insured tliey would 
iKciiiiie more careless. T'his has not 
proveil tn hi' tilc rase. The uiimber of 
sli-ht aeeid'Mils reported lias been 
greater, but there has bei'ii no jiroof 
tiiat tlie actual iiuiiiber of aceiilent 
has increased, and the proportions of 
deaths lias tended rather to grow smiill 
ci as greater and greater precautions 
r.re taken.

Now that the cost has beeu reduced 
to three dollars a car. an. I il-^ u'.acliiiiery 
is so siuijile for prompl ami imuie.hate 
action, il would be fairer Li Ihe insiiecMr 
to havi' its services in ueue freiiuent 
use. If any way <-an be devised by 
which this Board can be made more 

available, ni ai-cessible or more ef- 

f('ctiv<', its adoption cannot be too 
stroiiuly advocated. P.esiiles considering 
prolesis bv the shippers or sellers of 
Ihe wheat, t h'e P.oard i-^ also .-ivailuble 
for the adjnstiueut of the protests of 
Ihe consignees or huiers. It is u matter 
for complaint that the eastern end of 
the trade have never evinced enough 
faith in our Survey Board to trust them

-Vs the samples of the cars are being 
inspected and whilst the sample is on 
the table before him, the deputy-iuspeel- 
or throws a handful from each car iiilo 
a pail inarkeil the same grade as the 
car inspected.

I cannot well see any- 
thing possible belter than as it is now 
il.iiie. Coiisider'iig the eonditioiis 1 
claim that nowhere in America is this 
kind of work beip.r done, or carried out 
with more system, care and thorough- 
ness, and nowhere else is greater con- 
siderntion and accommodation afforded 
the trade.

As the disease in cattle is not 
always reco.iiiiized, meat and milk used 
as food should be thoroughly cooked and 
boiled, resia'ctively, as the tubercle bac- 
illus does not survive high tciiipern- 
tnres. In fact, it would bo n w'se 
course lo make provision for destroying 
tiibereulotis Ciittle, to prevent both thu 
use of their llesh and milk as food and. 
the spread of disease from one animal 
to another. 

Tuberenlosis is curable lis well as lU-e- 
veutahle. Tho evidence goes to show 
that most persons ijre at some times in 
their lives affected with the disease, but 
ill a vast majority it subsides and re-, 
covery takes place. ' ' 

The consumptive patient should livo 
as largely as possible out of doors. Ho 
must bo provided with a generous nm: 
onnt ot nutritiouR, easily digested food. 
He may with advantage engage in prop?, 
erly regulated exorcise, and lie should 
ha->e a full measure of rest.
